UMass Issues Report 


On Water Resources 


The University of Massachue 
setts, in a report prepared for the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Commission, has recommended 
“computer application to complex 
water resource development pro= 
blems,”’ 

The UMass report, compiled 
during the last seven years by 
Associate Professor George R, 
Higgins of the University’s civil 
engineering department, also re= 
commends five problem areas for 
consideration in future studies, 

The main recommendations: 

Increased emphasis on runoff 
from the state’s small drainage 
areas, 

Research on the energy~budget 
method of evaporation studies as 
compared tothe water-use method, 

Comparative evaluation of drain- 
age area factors = soil types, 
geology, topography, drainage area 
shape, surface cover, and land 


ec, 

Studies of various plants, trees, 
and grasses to determine if selec 
tive planting is advisable.

The warrant for the special 
town meeting to be held Aug, 16 
was posted Monday, 

It contains seven articles, the 
last being a routine call for the 
transaction of any other business 
which might come before the 
voters, 

Article one calls for a decision 
on the acceptance as a gift of land 
off Wildwood Rd,, article 2 is an 
action to sell land on Wood Hill 
article 3 concerns land on Shaw= 
sheen Rd,, article 4 is a request 
for authorization for the town to 
obtain property on Park St,, article 
5 pertains to High St. land; article 
6 is for the appropriation of funds 
to improve the water system; and 
article 7 is the meeting wrapup 
item, The complete contents of 
the warrant will be found on Page 
9 of this edition of the Townsman, 

Article 6 of the warrant will 
attract considerable attention in 
view of the town’s water problems, 
It asks that one million dollars 
be appropriated to construct and 
equip a pumping station, dam and 
impounding reservoir at the mouth 
of Fish Brook near the Merrimack 
River, 

The water stored in the re- 
servoir would be transmitted for 
use through a concrete raw water 
line to Haggett’s pond and thence 
to the homes of consumers.

GI Home Loan 


Regulations 


A veteran’s eligibility for a GI 
loan is not restored when he sells 
his Gl-purchased home and obtains 
a VA release from liability to the 
Government on the loan, William 
F, Connors, manager of the 
Veterans Administration office, 
Boston, warned today, 

Release of the veteran from 
liability to the Government does 
not affect the VA’s guaranty onthe 
loan, As long as the guaranty to 
the lender is outstanding, no 
restoration of GI loan rights can 
be granted the veteran, 

However, even if the loan is 
paid in full, thus relieving the VA 
of liability to the lender, a 
veteran’s entitlement to another 
GI loan may be restored only when 
the property: 

a, was taken by a governmental 
agency for public use, 

b. was destroyed by natural 
hazard, or 

c. was disposed of for come 
pelling reasons such as health, 
employment transfer, change to a 
better job in another city, or other 
reasons considered sufficient by 
the VA, 

In such cases, veterans may 
apply to the VA office which pro= 
cessed their loan for restoration 
of entitlement, —__

to be optomistic about the prospect that aprogram so hastily organized 
can, in eight weeks, reverse the tide for youngsters who have been 
culturally deprived for the first five to six years of their lives... 
Easier than to expect results dramatic enough to warrant the per 


capita cost, 


It is difficult to preserve pessimism, however, once you have 
stepped inside a Headstart classroom, 

There is an initial visual shock, The youngsters collected at Marsh 
Corner School in Methuen for the Andover-North Andover=Methuen 
pre-school do not have the grubby, neglected look which has become 
a sort of human trademark for publicity about federally financed 
poverty programs, They look just about as well cared for as the 
average kid dressed for a day’s play in the back yard, 


But even the non-professional 
can begin to sense upon brief 
observation how far behind some 
of them are running, 

There are 47 youngsters en- 
rolled for thetri-community Head- 
Start school, organized under the 
sponsorship of the Greater Lawe 
rence Guidance Center, The daily 
attendance never quite makes this 
figure, but the planning is on this 
basis,

of the eight week program are still,

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Rules For Over-S eventy 
Tax Exemptions Listed 


Answering questions being 
raised about newly applicable tax 
exemptions for certain persons 
over 70 years of age, Assessor 
William H, Russell has spelled 
out the rules and regulations, 

To be eligible for the exemp= 
tion, a taxpayer must be seventy 
or over on January 1, Russell 
said, He must also have lived in 
Massachusetts for the 10 years 
preceeding the Jan, 1 eligibility 
date, 

Furthermore, all applicants 
must have owned the real estate 
for which they claim an exemption 
for at least the five years pre= 
ceeding Jan, 1, or have owned 
other property in the same muni- 
cipality, Russell explained, 

To clear up the impression that 
the over-70 exemption applies to 
everyone in this age bracket, Rus= 
sell pointed out that no applicant 
can own, in total, real estate 
valued in excess of $14,000, This 
restriction applies also to spouses 
and to couples who own property 
jointly, 

Furthermore, said Russell, 
single taxpayers in the over 70 
age bracket are eligible only if 
their total income is less than 


$4,000, Married applicants and 
their spouses must have a com= 


‘bined income of less than $5,000 


to qualify, 

The exemption for the man who 
owns real estate jointly, or as a 
tenant in common with a person not 
his spouse is to be figured on the 
proportion of four thousand dollars 
that his interest in such property 


‘bears to the whole value. This 


provision is applicable, however, 
only if the total combined incomes 
of such joint tenants and tenants 
in common is less than $5,000, 

Russell said that the State Tax 
Commission has ruled that Social 
Security and Veterans pensions 
shall not be considered as income 
in applying for this exemption, 

Applications can be filed at the 
assessors office, but must be on 
file EACH YEAR on or before 
October 1, A copy of the applicant’s 
birth certificate or other evidence 
of the date of birth must be pre= 
sented with the ‘application, the 
assessor said,

Supporting Government 


When classes resume in the fall at Phillips Academy, 
smoking on the campus by students will be banned. 

This isn’t the kind of news that will make tobacco 
manufacturers come out with exclamations of ‘‘bravo’’. It 
is one of those difficult decisions on the part of school 
officials that seem all too infrequent in this day and age. 

The academy decision was brought about by the surgeon 
general’s report on the dangers of smoking in regard to 


health. 


Whether or not cigarette smoking contributes to human 
lung cancer is a highly controversial issue. While the 
official stand of the government is that it does, there are 
independent researchers who can put up a good argument 
that it hasn’t the slightest thing to do with it. 

Headmaster John M. Kemper said that his decision was 
reached with the aim of supporting the report of the sur- 
geon general. He said: ‘‘If smoking is harmful, we should 
not take a position of encouraging it.’’ 

There was a time when tobacco counters bore signs 
pointing out that it was against the law to sell cigarettes 
to anyone not 18 years of age. The cigarette machine 
made such signs meaningless. 

Early age smoking has grown in leaps and bounds. One 
has only to stand in the vicinity of a high school to see 
the teen agers dragging on cigarettes as they end the 


school day. 


Headmaster Kemper has no illusions that there won’t be 
some breaching of the rule in the months ahead. But if the 
regulation slows the day when some teenagers begin 
smoking, it will be very worthwhile. 


Neatness In Dress 


And while on the subject of school regulations, we 
were pleased to see Andover High School officials give 
ample notice this week that extremes of student dress 
will not be tolerated in the year ahead. 

The notice was intended as a guide to students and 
parents who will be shopping for school clothing. But it 
serves to establish beforehand the ground rules of dress 


at the school 


The fall fashion creations coming out of the big salons 
are pretty far out. Some of the outfits observed this 
summer are, to say the least, immaginative. These ex- 
tremes of dress come and go every so often. 

By, contrast, there is nothing more refreshing than a well 
scrubbed high school kid togged out in neat dress. It’s 
in the best American tradition.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

Tho far away in Washington, the 
Federal Congress there is pre- 
sently considering something of 
importance to each of us here in 
Andover, Safety equipment for cars 
is being studied, However, the 
evidence remains that sufficient 
inducements for safe driving must 
be sought elsewhere, 

Autos can be made safer, roads 
can be improved, brakes and 
horsepower increased or de= 
creased; but until there is inserted 
into driving environment an in«= 
ducement strong enough to cause 
lessening of chance taking that 
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precedes death by car, mucheffort 
and effect shall be cancelled, as 
indeed it is, by the safety features 
themselves, 

Safety features inevitably inject 
into driving environment the 
feeling that cars and highways are, 
of themselves, sufficiently safe 
to justify more chance taking, That 
costly and universal paradox is 
present in some degree at most 
death by car. Fortunately, upon 
recognition of that factor comes 
a suggestion for the solution, 

Connect each driver’s pocket 
book to the amount of death drivers 
cause collectively, 

A fine, of say five cents, for 
each death by car in a State, and 
placed upon each driver in that 
state, and collected each four 
months has ample efficacy for 
constantly reminding each driver 
that he, personally, must be ever 
careful in spite of all the induce~ 
ments to depend upon the safety 
of car, highway and other drivers, 

That method strikes at the root 
of the persisting and expanding 
highway death problem, Itis cyber= 
netic, hence reliable, It shall re= 
quire discipline from each driver 
and, automatically reward discie 
pline; as death is reduced, the 
amount collected shall be reduced, 
Moreover, the money so excised 
can go to driver education, 

We cannot afford longer to 
neglect this solution which is so 
becoming to a mature society that 
broadly acknowledges its need for 
discipline,

Shared Andover’s 
Fish Kill Problem 


Massachusetts anglers must have 
aged in this dry season, 

Certainly they have gained few 
hours if only productive fishing 
was implied in the old Arabic 
proverb; ‘‘Allah does not deduct 
from life’s span those hours spent 
in fishing,”’ 

For this has been a season more 
noted for large fish kills rather 
than for creels loaded with daily 
limits of fish, Indeed, there have 
been so many massive kills of fish 
that to pinpoint any one of them 
would bring justified complaints 
from authorities that their town 
was being unduly condemned, 

We speak, of course, of fresh= 
water fish, The fish of the ocean 
have different problems. The 
disasters that have struck fresh= 
water fish involve the one itém 
that most persons seldom think of 
in relation to fish: a lack of oxygen, 

Behind these unfortunate inci- 
dents - unfortunate for both fish 
and anglers = lies the unusually 
dry weather, capping a long dry 
cycle, Abetting the fish kills have 
been both pollution and human 
misunderstanding, 

Fish swim around in that com= 
bination of hydrogen~and-oxygen 
that we call ‘‘water,’? But they 
cannot breathe the oxygen that 
entered into chemical combinae | 
tion with hydrogen to produce 
water, The oxygen they breathe 
is oxygen from the atmosphere 
dissolved in water, The **bubbling’® 
brook is an excellent example of 
water dissolving oxygen, 

Underwater plants increase the 
oxygén supply of water, just as 
the trees and plants of our airy 
world free oxygen from other come 
binations so we can breathe it, In 
ponds particularly, plants are most 
valuable since quiet water has less 
Opportunity than running water to 
absorb oxygen, 

Even each rainfall brings more 
oxygen into streams and ponds, 
since raindrops collect gases in 
falling through the atmosphere and 
the spatter of rain on a water 
surface agitates it and exposes 
it to air, 


The cooler water is, the more 
dissolved oxygen it can hold, 

Thus, in periods of low rain= 
fall, fish have many factors acting 
against them, As water becomes 
more shallow, its temperature 
rises and it is unable to conserve 
dissolved oxygen, Meanwhile, the 
lack of rain fails to bring aerated 


water to ponds and fails to stir up \| 


streams, 

Most fish could survive even 
that rollcall of adverse factors, 
But civilization has brought new 
elements into ponds and streams, 
These eJements, which may range 
from the seepage of a nearby septic 
tank to a trickle of acid from a 
manufacturing plant, tend not to 
kill fish directly, but to suffocate 
them by cutting off their oxygen 
supply, 

Sewage, for instance, rarely 
“‘poisons”’ fish directly, Instead, 
the biological processes active in 
reducing sewage use up the oxygen 
in the water, The fish suffer a fate 
somewhat similar to those trage= 
dies that overtake families 
Sleeping in a tightly closed room 
heated by an open-flame heater, 
They die from oxygen depletion, 

Industrial wastes are more vere 
satile, Some kill by oxygen deple= 
tion, Cthers kill indirectly through 
destroying first the plants that had 
been releasing oxygen into the 
water, A few kill fish directly, 
either by poisoning them or 
clogging their gills, 

Several massive fish kills this 
season were unintentional, Public 
authorities, in response to swim- 
mers’ complaints, had ponds 
sprayed with copper sulphate to 
kill the algae that made the water 
green, In many of these ponds, 
the algae released the only oxygen 
available to the fish in the pond, 

Perhaps some of these mishaps 
could be avoided through a state 
license of $4.50 a season for 
swimmers, To date, what little 
has been done to keep ponds and 
Streams in a condition that attracts 
swimmers has been accomplished 
through the $4.50 license fees 
paid by anglers,
